He was made 
Fellow of the Royal Societies of both Edinburgh and 
London, Fellow of the Society of Artists of Scotland and 
Doctor of Laws.

He was one of the pioneers in building the Erie Canal 
and the New York Central R. R., and was contractor for 
a large part of the four-track system of that road.

the Ohio River, at Cairo, O., and for the great bridge 
over the Mississippi River at Memphis, Tenn. Much of 
the success in building great structures is due to his able 
management of the foundation and masonry construction. 
He has been actively devoted to the management of con- 
struction work for the last 50 years, and during that time 
has successfully carried out a great many contracts, both 
large and small, in various parts of the country, among 
the last being the masonry for a bridge over the Missis- 
sippi River at Alton, Ill. During his long career as a 
contractor he has been noted for the accuracy of his work 


and for his honorable settlements without invoking the 
aid of the law.

The first hundred pages, or so, are devoted to frogs, 
switches, crossings, and switchstands of various patterns, 
and with various special features. Among the frogs may 
be specially noted the Eureka spring rail frog, and a 
double spring rail frog for yard use; in the latter there 
are two spring rails both lying normally against the frog 
point, so that there is no flangeway. Some of the frogs 
are shown fitted with iron and wood footguards. Among 
the switches, the stub switch is noticeable by its absence, 
only one or two forms being shown, and this may be 
taken as a gratifying indication that this switch is be- 
coming obsolete. A lap switch is shown, which is said to 
be an improvement on the ordinary stub switch, the ends 
of the rails being beveled and overlapping, as at draw- 
bridge connections, but where any improvement is to be 
made by eliminating stub switches it is much better to 
change at once to the split switch. The specialties in- 
clude a rail brace with claws to give a hold on the tie, 
track gages and tools, street railway track work, and 
the Doddridge clamp rail-joint, in which the splice bars 
are held by two bolts through the rail, while a yoke or 
clamp (like that of a clamped frog) is secured by means 
of a key. There are several diagrams of turnouts, with 
bills of timber for same, and several tables of information 
useful in track work. 

STEEL TRACK HIGHWAYS.—The O'Donnell Steel Track 


Co., 143 Chambers St., New York City. 12mo.; imi- 
tation leather; pp. 48. 


We commented upon the steel track highway in an 
editorial in our issue of May 7. It appeacs from ‘his 
little catalogue, which we have received since our editorial 
was published, that the exploitation of the steel track 
highway has already begun. The steel track patented by 
Mr. O'Donnell consists of a channel-shaped raii laid on 
a wooden stringer which is relied on for stiffpess, and 
which in turn rests on cross-iies. These channels are 
5 ins. in width, with flanges % im. high on each side. 
Arrangements have been made with the Pennsy!ivania 
Steel Co. to furnish tracks of this pattern, and the rrice 
for rails and fastenings complete is quoted at $1,500 per 
mile f. o. b. at Steelton. The catalogue claims for the 
steel track a traction 1-20 as great as that upon a dirt 
road, which might be correct for some dirt roads, but 
would hardly apply to a road on a good gravelly soil. 
The special feature claimed for this track is that the gut- 
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ter shape rails serve to carry the water off the road sur- 
face, side conduits being provided for this purpose at 
frequent intervals. Mr. O'Donnell informs us that trial 
sections of this track will be put down in several states 
during the present summer. For the reasons stated in our 
editorial in our issue of May 7 we do not regard this as 
the most promising style of steel track that could be de- 
vised. An actual trial of it will certainly be interesting, 
however, and we shall keep our readers informed of its 
results,
